Satellite Parking - Salem Mall: Bus Service is 
provided between Hamvention® and our satellite 
parking area at Salem Mall. Buses run continuously 
starting at 7:30 a.m. and make routes as quickly 
as possible.

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Dayton Amateur Radio 
Association: A Short History 


he Gem City Radio Club was the first ama- 

teur organization in Dayton. It was formed 

in 1914 and broke up in 1917 due to World 
War |. 


The present Dayton Amateur Radio Association 
was formed in 1928. The original ARRL charter 
was signed by Hiram Percy Maxim, and was 
incorporated under the laws of the State of Ohio 
in 1929. 


In 1928 DARA sponsored and held the 
Southwestern Ohio Hamfest. While it was a 
great success, it was a financial flop. DARA also 
sponsored the Central Division ARRL 
Convention at the Biltmore Hotel in 1930. 


The interests of radio amateurs are varied and 
diversified. Members of DARA follow this pat- 
tern. DARA equipped and maintained an emer- 
gency radio station for the Red Cross at its head- 


quarters on Monument Avenue during WWII. 


Local Civil Defense communications were 
manned and trained by local amateurs. Their 
equipment was installed and maintained mainly 


by DARA personnel not in the military service 


After WWIL, amateur radio was revived and 
DARA became quite active. Field Days, DXing 
and Traffic Nets were the primary activities 
DARA’s first Field Day was held at Madden Park 
in West Dayton. After considerable politicing, 
DARA finally got permission from the City of 
Dayton to be in the park overnight. 


In 1947, Dr. John Kraus, W8]K, of Ohio State 
University, was persuaded to give a discussion 
and demonstration of various antennas using 
scaled down microwave equipment. It was at the 
Engineers Club of Dayton and was a huge suc- 
cess. Kraus was the inventor of the Helix 
Antenna. To get him to Dayton, DARA had to 
agree to build a 10 meter Helicoidal Beam. It was 
built at Carl Lightcap’s (W8NSS) home in Drexel 
and was quite impressive! It was made of four 
circular elements of 4” downspouting and the 
boom was a 40-foot wooden extension ladder 
mounted on a telephone pole. It performed 
amazingly well. Unfortunately no pictures are 
available. 


Quite a few hidden transmitter hunts were held 
around this time. Phone patches for overseas 
military personnel and precise frequency meas- 
uring were activities enjoyed by members. 

In the late forties, TVI (Television Interference) 
reared its ugly head. DARA established a TVI 
Committee which has been very successful in 
coping with the problem. 

In 1951, Frank Schwab, W8YCP (now W8OK) 
was elected President. A year or so earlier, John 
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Willig, W8ACE, approached the club about spon- 
soring a Ham Convention as opposed to a 
Hamfest and he was turned down for a number 
of reasons. Not the least of these was that DARA 
had a Hamfest in the late twenties and it turned 
out to be a financial disaster. Frank liked the idea 
of a Ham Convention and asked John to get 
some people together to see 
if it could be pulled off. The 
DARA board was so confi- 
dent that they allocated the 
huge sum of $100 to get 
started. The rest is history!

The word Hamvention was coined at the first 
meeting and we called the event the 
Southwestern Ohio Hamvention. After the first 
year, the hyphen was dropped and the words 
“Dayton Hamvention” were registered as a 
trademark. 


Our first setback occurred when we found the 
Biltmore Hotel was only available on March 22 
and not late April as we had planned. So we had 
a whole month taken off our already short lead 
time. We went ahead with our plans anyway,

totally lost our minds. 


It didn’t take long to find out the hundred bucks 
DARA put up was not enough to do the job. So 
we decided to raffle off a 12” TV set to raise 
more cash. It went well and we were off and run- 
ning. 


Several things happened 
to really get the ball 
rolling. First, Phil Rand, 
W1BDM, a pioneer in 
TVI elimination agreed to 
be on the program. 
Nearly everyone had a 
problem with TVI at the 
time, so it was quite 
timely. Second, we were 
able to get the FCC to 
agree to give exams at 
the Biltmore Hotel. This 
was very unusual and 
remember that the new 
license structure had just recently gone into 
effect. All tests, including Novice, had to be 
taken before an FCC Inspector. Third, we were 
able to buy a Collins 75A2 receiver from SREP- 
CO and Collins at an attractive price. This was to 
be the first prize. 


MOSsececate 
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We had a breakeven point of 300 visitors. Over 
600 showed up! My wife, Carolyn, was in charge 
of registration and still remembers the crush of 
people at the registration desk. 
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There were 7 exhibitors and 6 forums. | don’t 
remember how many people came to the ban- 
quet but it was one of the biggest the Biltmore 
ever had, up to that time. Hyde “Rube” Ruble, 
WSPTE, was the Master of Ceremonies and Larry 
LeKashman, WSIOP, was the featured speaker. 
Al Gunston, W8GQ gave a demonstration of his 
“Vacuum-less Vacuum Tube.” This was an over- 
size open-air vacuum tube complete with a 
toaster element as the heater and a tin pie pan 
for a plate. He showed us how to cook hotdogs 
on the control grid! 


The ladies program was very successful with a 
luncheon at the Biltmore and a trip to the local 
TV station where four of the women participated 
in a game show. Incidentally, the cost of 
Registration and Banquet was $5.00! 


As The Years Go By... 


John Willig remained as chairman for four years 
and the early years were not without complica- 
tions. One year we inadvertently scheduled the 
Hamvention at the same time as an American 
Legion Convention. Another time was during a 
Great Lakes Shrine Ceremonial. In later years it 
always fell on graduation weekend at the 
University of Dayton. In the end, we won 
because no one else could get hotel and motel 
rooms during Hamvention. 


In 1955, the Biltmore was starting to bulge at the 
seams and some of the forums were held in the 
Engineers Club, which was one block east of the 
Hotel.

Also in 1955, the Hamvention Awards Program 
was started and has become a nationally accept- 
ed honor. It was started with the “Amateur of 
the Year” award and has been expanded to 
include the “Special Achievement” award and 
the “Technical Excellence” award. These awards 
are recognized as the “Oscars” and “Emmys” of 


Amateur Radio. 


In 1978, I was delighted to have been chosen 
“Amateur of the Year.” (A personal note, please... 
One of the highlights of my life was at the 
Awards ceremony when I looked out at the audi- 
ence and saw my family of 12 children and their 
spouses attending. Many were from out of town 
and I didn’t know they would be there.) 


The Big Move... 


In 1964 the Hamvention moved to Hara Arena. 
The Biltmore could no longer hold it. Most of the 
downtown Dayton parking areas had become 
flea markets with open trunks all day long. I was 
somewhat critical of the addition of the flea mar- 
ket at Hara Arena because | thought it would 
take away some of the “class” of the 
Hamvention. Obviously, I was wrong! 


The first Master of Ceremonies at the Banquet at 
Hara Arena was Dan Graves, W8ZTL, who held 
the job for 16 years. Many of you will remember 


his distinctive style. 


Free buses and handicapped parking were intro- 
duced in 1969 This has become quite expensive 
but it has greatly relieved the parking situation 
near the Arena. 


In 1970, ARRL’s “Ham’s Wide World” had three 
premier showings at Hara Arena. Also that was 
the first year for a Hamvention Keynote Speaker. 
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He was Prose Walker, W4BW, FCC Chief of the 
Amateur Division. Another Keynoter was 
George Jacobs, W3ASK. 


In 1973, the Hamvention became a 2-day event 
with Friday opening. Sunday hours were added 
in 1974. 


After the first few years of publishing a small 
program, it was decided to try to sell advertis- 
ing, and call it a “Souvenir Program” with the 
thought that people would take it home for ref- 
erence. This worked well and each year it 
increased in size. In 1976, the 25th Anniversary 
issue, the dimensions were changed from the 
small 6x9” size (the same size as early Amateur 
Radio magazines) to the current 8-1/2 x 11” for- 
mat, to match the new standard size of Amateur 
Radio magazines of the time. Also, the passing 
of Bob Drake, W8CYE was recorded with a full 
page photo in this 1976 book. He was truly a 
radio pioneer and a great friend of DARA and 
the Hamvention. The cover of this issue was 
printed on silver paper and has become some- 
what of a collector’s item. 


The 1970 program book featured a full page 
photo of Neil Rapp, WB9VPG. Neil was licensed 
as a Novice at 5 years of age. 


Communications Specialists brought the first 
full-color ad to the Souvenir Program in 1978, 
bringing the Souvenir Program to a new full- 
color era. 


The Banquet... 


Over the years there were many outstanding 
Banquet Speakers. Notably, Barry Goldwater, 


K7UGA in 1974 and General F.H. (Butch) 
Griswold, KoDWC, in 1959. Gen. Griswold was 
Commander of the Strategic Air Commmand 
and pioneered SSB communications in the U.S. 
Air Force. During the Banquet, he demonstrated 
an SSB communications system by picking up a 
special telephone and was able to talk through- 
out the world via SSB. It was very impressive! 


Some Banquet Speakers came back for more: 
Larry LeKashman, W2IOP/W8IOP/W9IOP, our 
first speaker, came back two more times. Jean 
Shepherd, K2ORS and Roy Neal, K6DUE, both 
returned numerous times as featured speakers. 


Unofficial Activities... 


The unofficial activities around Hamvention 
weekend have certainly added to the enjoyment! 
Just about all facets of Amateur Radio are cov- 
ered somewhere during the 3-day event. Many 
have been around a long time. I’m thinking par- 
ticularly of the beady-eyed DX’ers. They have 
been meeting since the first Hamvention. Many 
clubs from Ohio, New York, and more continue 
to feature added entertainment as part of our 
annual event. 


Innovation and Critiques... 


Much of the growth of Hamvention can be 
attributed to innovation. Immediately after each 
Hamvention, a critique meeting is held where all 
committee chairmen submit reports and discuss 
possible changes for the next year. It generally 
turns out to be a brainstorming session, with lots 
of ideas... some wild, some good, some really off 
the wall, and many that have been successful. 
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Why We Do It... 


I'm sure most of the people who help with the 
Hamvention do it for sheer enjoyment. We all 
like to be part of a win- 
ning team. Personally, | 
have made many life- 
long friends and that 
makes it all worthwhile.

Attendance has grown 
over the years to an 
average of 25,000 atten- 
dees. The number of for- 
eign amateurs attending continues to increase. 
The value of the prizes has become more valu- 


able. 


In order to keep costs down, changes have been 
made. The most extensive was the limitation of 
bus transportation from area hotels and motels. 
Arrangements have been made for taxicabs to be 
available at the Hamvention site at very reason- 
able rates and doubling up passengers has been 
encouraged. 


The Flea Market area has been increased so that 
nearly 2800 sites are available. As said in the 
original Hamvention mailer, “If you can’t find it 
at Dayton, it’s not available.” 


Many manufacturers and vendors have made the 


Dayton Hamvention THE place to show new 


equipment. Prices at the many distributor’s 


booths are better than 


anywhere else. 


For years the 
Hamvention Talk-In 
Committee has done a 
very notable job of 
keeping some sem- 
blance of order on the 
various Dayton fre- 


quencies. 


The Forums have con- 
tinued to be the 
“piece de resistance” 
for many attendees. 
The meeting rooms 
and the audio/visual capabilities are excellent. 
Many organizations have made the Hamvention 
the “Mecca” of their particular interest and meet- 
ings, banquets, and other activities take place all 
over the Dayton area. In one day an average of 
300 FCC examinations are given. 


As John Willig said about the very first Dayton 
Hamvention, “We're going to have a quality 
operation.”

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Award Winners 


A television news producer from California, a DXpedition leader turned communications hero from India, 
and a researcher from New Jersey have been selected as recipients of the 2005 Dayton Hamvention® 
awards. 


Special Achievement Award recipient D. Bharathi Prasad, VU2RBI, was on the air 
from the VU4RBI/VY4NRO DXepedtion in Port Blair in the Andaman and Nicobar Islands 
when disaster struck on December 29, 2004. A massive earthquake occurred at 22:58 
UTC off the west coast of northern Sumatra. It measured 8.9 on the Richter scale and 
triggered a tsunami that took over 300,000 lives across the region. After checking that 
everyone was Safe and that the antennas were still on the roof, DXpedition team leader 
D. Bharathi Prasad, VU2RBI, got back on the air and contacted HS@ZZA in Thailand 
and VU2UU and VU2MYL on the Indian mainland. Both confirmed tremors in their 
locations. She then shifted the operation to handle emergency traffic and health and welfare inquiries 
between the island and the Indian mainland. Simultaneously, she sent team members to the office of 
the Chief Secretary, Government of Andaman & Nicobar Islands, expressing the operators’ willingness 
to support an emergency communications network to assist the government administration. For many 
days Prasad and the other DXpedition members were the lone voices on the radio bringing aid and 
comfort to the people of the isolated islands. Mrs. Prasad said she wants to share this honor with her 
fellow operators, with India’s national Institution of Amateur Radio, Hyderabad and India’s Dept. of 
Information Technology ( Information supplied by CQ Magazine, ARRL, ARNewsline, and others) 


Technical Excellence Award winner Dr. Jerry Sevick, W2FMI, is well known in ham 
radio technical circles world-wide for his many books, articles and other writings. Jerry 
earned a BS in education at Wayne State University and his PhD in applied physics 
from Harvard University. From 1952 until 1956, Jerry taught physics at Wayne State 
University. Jerry thenjoined the staff at AT&T’s Bell Laboratories. Jerry supervised 
teams in high-frequency transistor and integrated circuit development. He worked in 
reliability and applications engineering and high-speed PCM. Before retiring in 1985, 
he served as Director of Technical Relations. Jerry’s interest in amateur radio launched 
his experiments with short vertical antennas and broadband matching networks. His April,1978, 
article in QST on short ground-radial systems now serves as the standard for earth conductivity 
measurements. Transmission Line Transformers, published by the ARRL, was the result of his work 
on the characterization and design of transformers for low impedance applications. He also wrote a 
series on baluns for Communications Quarterly and a series on un-uns for CQ Magazine. Dr. Sevick is 
a Technical Advisor for the ARRL and is a member of IEEE, Sigma XI, Sigma PI Sigma and Phi Delta 
Kappa. He was a bomber pilot during World War II and has been elected into Wayne State University’s 
Athletic Hall of Fame for his records in football and track. 


Selected as Radio Amateur of the Year for his dedication to the ongoing education of 
radio amateurs in the many facets of our hobby and in the area of publicizing Amateur 
Radio to the non-licensed world through the mass media, is Alan S. Kaul, W6RCL. 
Alan is a career electronic journalist currently serving as West Coast Producer for NBC 
Nightly News. A licensed amateur most of his life, he began his service to the hobby 
in the late 1970’s as a writer and reporter for the Westlink Amateur Radio News. One 
of the best remembered contributions to Newsline was his report on the death of His 
Majesty Al Hussein ibn Talal, JY1, King of Jordan. Working from an intimate knowledge

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of King Hussein and the monarch’s many ham radio friends, Kaul wove a word picture of the “man and 
his hobby” as seen through the eyes of those who knew him best. Alan was the volunteer producer 
of a half hour video about the first ham radio operation from orbit by Dr. Owen Garriott, W5LFL, titled 
“Amateur Radio's Newest Frontier.” Alan is active in several worlds of Amateur Radio, including QRP 
operation, CW operation and contesting to name only three. In 2002 producer Dave Bell, W6AQ asked 
Alan to devise a concept for participation by CBS Newsman Walter Cronkite, KB2GSD, to anchor a 
short presentation dealing with the reliability of ham radio during crisis situations. Titled “Amateur Radio 
Today”, it was released by the American Radio Relay League in January 2003. This video has been 
used by the ARRL in its dealings with Congress and other legislators and received the Chicago Film 
Festival's Certificate of Merit for a non-broadcast documentary. Kaul’s latest video project, known by 
the working title, “The ARRL Goes to Washington”, is slated for release this spring. It documents the 
work being done on the political front by the ARRL to preserve the precious spectrum upon which radio 
amateurs operate and to protect it from interference from sources such as Broadband Over Powerline 
Internet access. Alan and his wife, Christine, lives in La Canada, California.
